DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election of Group I (claims 1-24) in the reply filed on April 24, 2007 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed 
errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP§ 818.03(a)). 

2. Accordingly, claims 1-24 will be examined as below. Claims 25-39 are withdrawn from 
consideration under 37 C.F.R. 1.142(b). 

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 6-8 and 23 are objected to because of the following informalities: a comma "," 
should be added between "feature" and "comprising" in claim 6, between "feature" and 
"comprising" in claim 7, between "eye" and "comprising" in claim 8, and between 
"manufacture" and "comprising" in claim 23 to avoid confusing. For example, the phrase "said 
object has a selected feature comprising the further step " in claim 6 is confusing because an 
object/feature cannot comprises the further step of optimizing". Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-24 are allowed. 

5. Since the elected invention Group I (claims 1-24) is allowed, the applicant must cancel 
the non-elected invention 

6. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 25-39 
directed to an invention non-elected with traverse in the reply filed on April 24, 2007. Applicant 
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must cancel the noted claims or take other appropriate action (37 CFR 1.144). Failure to take 
action during this period will be treated as authorization to cancel the noted claims by 
Examiner's Amendment and pass the case to issue.
